RESOLUTION 

JVetu Delhi, the 1st March, 1974 

No, 1/I56/73-RLW, —For the effective and expeditious rehabilitation of about 
18,400 displaced persons comprising about 4,600 families displaced as a result of the 
1971 conflict from Chhamb-Niabat area of Jammu & Kashmir, the Government of 
India have decided to set un a Central Authority to be known - as the Chhamb 
Displaced Persons Rehabilitation Authority (CDPftA). 

2, The composition of the Authority shall be as follows: 

Chairman 

1. Chief Secretary, Jammu & Kashmir Government. 

Members 

2. Secretary, Revenue & Rehabilitation, Jammu & Kashmir Government. 

3. Divisional Commissioner. Jammu. 

Member-S c cretary 

4. Chief Executive of the Authority. 

Members 

5. Joint Secretary, Department of Rehabilitation, Government of India, 
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6 . Joint Secretary, Ministry of Finance, Government of India, 

7. Deputy Secretary, Department of Rehabilitation, Government of India. 

3. The Chief Executive of the Authority shall be appointed by the Central 
Government in consultation with the Government of Jammu & Kashmir. He shall 
function as a Member-Secretary of the Authority and shell be responsible to the 
Authority for processing the proposals expeditiously and will be overall incharge 
Of fhe day-to-day functioning of the Authority. 

4. The Authority may enlist, as necessary, the services of technical or adminis¬ 
trative experts to assist it in the formulation and/or execution of the schemes, 

5. Functions and Powers of the Authority, —The Authority would be a Central 
Government Office under the Department of Rehabilitation of the Government of 
India who would bear the entire cost of rehabilitation and relief for the Chhamb 
displaced persons. The Authority will function in the discharge of Its duties in 
accordance with this Resolution subject to such directions as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may issue from time to time. Further, the eligibility for allotment of land 
or for other resettlement assistance in case of families not settled on land and the 
dispersal of families to particular resettlement sites would be as determined by the 
State Government of Jammu & Kashmir. The scfii^ of allotment of land will be 
fixed by the Authority having regard to the availability of the land, viability of 
holdings and the pattern of allotment already followed In the State in respuect Qf 
displaced persons. 

Without affecting the generality of the functions to be performed bv the Autho¬ 
rity in the discharge of its responsibilities for the eflectve and expeditious rehabb 
litation of these displaced persons, the Authority shall 

(i) formulate suitable schemes, both ngr'h'ulturnl and non agricultural, for 
the rehabilitation of the families of persons displaced from Chhamb* 
Niabat during the December, 1971 hostilities; 

(11) enlist the assistance and cooperation of the concerned State Government 
authorities to locate more cultivable land within the State even If that 
process may involve the acquisition of land; 

(ill) ensure the proper and timely execution of such schemes; 

(Iv) pending the final rehabilitation of the displaced person#, prepare and 
execute schemes for provision of such relief facilities as may be 
considered essential and adequate, in the present relief camps. 

Aa far as possible, schemes will be executed through the concerned departments 
of the State Government. In reclaiming land and making it fit for agriculture, the 
Authority will make use of the earth moving and agricultural machinery that may 
be made available by the Department of Rehabilitation, Government of India, 
keeping In view the need for economy in the use of fuel and for optimising the 
u£e of manual labour. 


POWERS 

Fofrthe-dl*£har|te of its function®-and the execution of the various schemes, 
programmes'and measures in this behalf, the Authority shall exercise the following 
powers, subject to expenditure in any financial year not exceeding the total budget 
provision for the year; — 

(a) to give financial sanction to specific items of expenditure as may be 

authorised by the Central Government from time to time, provided 
that schemes involving expenditure In excess of Rs. 10 lakhs shall be 
referred to the Central Government for approval; 

(b) to make direct purchase of all machinery tool* and plant, onuipment. 

vehicles, furniture and Matlonerv etc., provided that where the Direc¬ 
torate General of Supplies and Disposals. Government of India or the 
Store# Purchase Officer of the Government of Jammu & Kashmir have 
entered into rate-contracts for anv iWn, th^ Authority shall nvdt^rdy 
avail of these contracts. The Chief Executive of the Authority will be 
treated as a Direct Demanding Officer for the purpose of these contracts 
provided that to med any emergent ce™"md, Authority may incur 
direct expenditure for making the nhove purchase subject to the 
monetary limits prescribed for the purpose for the Ministries of the. 
Government of India; and 
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(c) to create such posts including the necessary engineering staff and id 
appoint such officers and staff thereto, as are necfcssary fdr efflcierit 
performance of its functions provided, however, that no post shall be 
created on a scale of pay the maximum of which exceeds Rs, 1250 A 
month Or on a fixed pay exceeding Rs, 1250 a mdnth, withotit the pridr 
approval of thfe Central Gdverhmerit. 

the Authority may delegate to the Chairman or the Chief Executive stich ofiid 
powers as it may deem necessary for the speedy execution of the $chemfcs dtc, The 
Chairman may in turn re-delegate, with the concurrence of the Finhncidl Adviser* 
to the Chief Executive or any other subordinate officers any of his powers wllidh 
may be deemed necessary; 

The Joint Secretary, Ministry of Finance, Government of India, will qlso tlct 
Financial Advisey to the Authority and ‘will advisfe on the fnatterfi involving financial 
implications. 

0 , The Department of Rehabilitation would iricludb In the Anhaul Budget di th^ 
Department the sums required for expenditure during that year for the variotis 
Activities on the schemes under the programme drawn up by the AtithoHty: 

7, Headquarters and Venue of meetings of the Authority.—The Authority shall 
ordinarily meet at least once a month and the Venue may be Jammu, Srinagar of 1 
New Delhi. 

Any four members fincluding the Chairman) present shall form a QUbrUm ftt ft 
meeting of the Authority. 

The Headquarters of the Chief Executive of the Authority will be at Jammu 
in the Jammu & Kashmir State, 

8 . Decisions.—The Authority shall take decisions on the basis of unanimity. In 
the event of any difference of opinion among the matter shall be referred by the 
Chairman to the Union Department of Rehabilitation. 

9, Staff.—The Authority will make use qf the administrative machinery of the 
State Government in implementing its schemes c-tc as far ns possible. Such of the 
existing staff of the office of the Relief & Rehabilitation Commissioner, Jammu, as 
may be considered necessary, may be taken on deputation by the Authority to 
ensure the execution of the work. In addition, an Agriculture Adviser who may be 
an Agricultural Engineer in the scale of Joint Director, viz. Rs, 1100—1400 and a 
Commandant for the three Relief Camps in a suitable scale not exceeding Rs. 
1300—1600 will be appointed on the staff of the Authority. 

10. Record of Proceedings—The Member-Secretary of the Authority will main¬ 
tain the record of the proceedings of the Authority and send a copy thereof to the 
Secretary, Department of Rehabilitation Government of India. The record of a 
meeting as prepared by the Chief Executive and approved by the Chairman will be 
rectified by the Authority before the subsequent meeting by being placed before 
the members present at the next meeting or by circulation but in any case within 
a month.
